Hay Not Be in Camp Beofre 


Middle of October 


NO SPECIFIC TIME 


SET FOB MOBILIZATION 


Washington, June 18.—Unless there 


are unforeseen developments to hurry 
construction of the 16 cantonments for 
training the new national army, the 
first increment of 650,noo troops will 
not be in training by September 1, as 
generally has been supposed, and in 
fact may not be In training for six 
weeks thereafter. 
The war depart 


ment said today that no specific date 
had been set for the opening of the 
camp. 
Secretary Baker, in a letter 


referring to the need of men for the 
harvest, recently spoke of September 
1 as the probable date for opening, 
and pointed out that most of the har- 
vesting would be over by that time. 


War department officials had gen- 


erally fixed .September 1 in their 
minds as the time training would be- 
gin. The first unit of officers for the 
array now being trained in camps, is 
being turned out in August to make 
room for the next body. This was 
arranged on the plan of having the 
draft complete and troops In ramp by 
September 1.

(By Associated Press.) 


Petrograd, June'" 18.—Maxim Gorky, 


the author, is taking the lead In a 
widespread movement for poiitica 
and economic reconstruction of Rus- 
sian affairs on the basis of universal 
application of science to practical life. 
M. Gorky, In collaboration with other 
writers, is startlfcK the "free associ- 
ation for developments and dissem 
inations of the positive sciences." 


Since the revolution M Gorky has 


been participating actively in politics 
as the founder and editor of the ex- 
treme democrat 
newspaper, "New 


Life." 


As a result ot severe work and 


overstrain, he had a return of his old 
lung complaint in April, but has re- 
covered. 
A correspondent today in- 


terviewed the writer, who began with 
the announcement fte wan abandoning 
politics and in the future would de 
vote himself to cultural questions. 


Lack of Science. 


"The reason is,".-he said, "that \ 


have formed the conclusion that the 
evils from which Russia is suffering 
have as their first cause our painfu 
backwardness In scientific and techni 
cal knowledge. Through that may be 
traced the present' political instabil 
Ity of which you hear so much. 


"As regards our internal condition 


I adylsc you not to believe the talk 
about anarchy too readily 
I'ndoubt 


wily it exists,-but it eMxted long be- 
fore the revolution. The fact is, that 
under the old regime or despotism 
and falsehood Russia could not de» 
velop. 


Children Die. 


"Through lack ot science, half of 


our peasant children die before reach 
ing the age of five. The moujlks cnl 
tivate the land so badly that the av 
erage yield Is half thf vieM in Kng 
land or Belgium. City conditions are 
equally bad. We hove no training 
whatever. Town children are rickety 
nervous wrecks. 
Against such evils 


we need not sterile dreams, but scl 
ence, technique, machines, efficiently 
developed, industry

TO REVISE AGREEMENTS 


*&• 
Asks Provision That None of the 


Signatory Powers May Treat 


Individually 


Petrograd, via London, June 18.— 


The duma in secret session has passed 
a^wtfdlmlon for an immediate offen- 
sive by th« Russian troops. 


The resolution declares a separate 


peace with Germany or prolonged In- 
activity on the battle front to be ig- 
noble treason toward Russia's allies. 


The announcement last week that 


the cabinet had decided to suggest a 
conference of the entente allies for ex- 
amination of treaties was followed to- 
day by the publication of the note 
sent to the other governments In ques- 
tion. This note suggests a conference 
to revise the 
agreements existing 


among the allies as to war alms, with 
the exception of the London agree- 
ment which provides that none of the 
signatory powers shall conclude a sep- 
arate peace^ 


Only Minor Battles. 


'Little beyond the artillery engage- 


ments is taking place on any of the 
various fronts. 
On the 
front 
in 


France held by the British, aside from 
the artillery duels, there have been 
only minor operations in the nature of 
raids and a continuation of aerial ac- 
tivity. 


''Near Hurteblse the Germans in a

trenches held by the French, but later 
were forced to give back most of 
them in counter attack. Considerable 
activity continues in Belgium in the 
regions of <Steenstrate and Het Sas.

"The jury found the defendant guiU 


of the lowest degree of murder pos 
sible under the law," he said, "thu 
proving they believed him only parti 
guilty" 


Judge Hale denied the request. 
"This court," he said, "has no hesi 


tation In saying that he feels thl 
defendant was equally guilty with Red 
enbaugh In the murder. It was a cold 
blooded murder, which came as th< 
culmination of a plan to kidnap Con 
nery and put him out of the way 
This prisoner was fortunate to ap 
pear before a jury that would lessen 
the degree of murder charge.

cent evacuation of PaleMtine have Just 
been received by the Boston branch 
of the provisional committee for Gen 
eral Zionist affairs The cable, in part, 
says: 


"Between 8,U(M) and 9,'M)0 Jews were 


compelled to lea^e, Jafa. 
Of these, 


more than :!,(ion are now in lower 
Galilee, more than l.mxi in Petacji Tik 
wah, the remainder having been dis 
persed in the colonies of Judea and 
Samaria 
The deaths incidental to the 


evacuation were due to Insufficient 
nourishment and the hardships of the 
Journey.

ABDICATION OF KINO 


RELIEVES ALLIES' FLANS 


Every 
Evdence That 
Russian 


Army and Navy Are Becom- 


ing More Alert 


(By Associated Prets.) 


Developments of importance appar- 


ently are impending on the Macedo- 
nian front, following the recent clari- 
fication of the military situation in 
Greece, coincident with the abdica- 
tion of King Constantine. 


The most pronounced movement 18 


the withdrawal by the British without 
pressure of their advance positions 
east of the Struma river, on the ex- 
treme eastern eud of the front. Sev- 
eral towns evacuated by them have 
•been occupied ,by the Bulgarians. Sim- 
ultaneously comes news of pronounced 
reconnoiterlng activities by the enten- 
te on the Vardar in the central sector. 
It has been frequently pointed out by 
military observers that virtually the 
only practical route for a successful 
advance to cut the line of the cen- 
tral powers in the Balkans and re- 
claim Serbia is up the Vardar and to 
cut the railroad lines there. 


Offensive by Sarrall. 


The present activities point to the 


probabilities ot an offensive by Gen- 
eral Sarrall in the likely sector—that 
embracing the Vardar area—is Immi- 
nent. 


An aggressive move, it would seem, 


has now been made possible by the 
removal ot the menace to the Allies 
at the rear, which existed as long as 
Constantine was on the Greek throne, 
and his pro-German political advisers 
were In control of the situation. 


Russians More Active. 


Both the Russian army and the 


Russian navy are giving more evi- 
dence of aggressive intents. 
Recent 


German and Austrian announcements 
have instanced increasing activity by 
the Russian military forces, notably 
in Volhynla and Gallcla, where the 
great Brusslloff offensive was m full 
swing tit -this time a year ago. 


The Rusoten naval arav^tlso ha* 


teen so largely in evidence in Baltic 
waters that Berlin announces It has 
been necessary to carry out extensive 
air raids on Russian bases In this1 
area. 


In the Arras battle area the British 


were subjected to a heavy counter at- 
tack on the new positions they won 
last Thursday east of Monchy le Brux. 
They held fast to the main points, 
but had to fall hack from some posi- 
tions they had established farther in 
advance 


Jamestown, N. D., June 18.—Carl

where in American Waters" and Gives a Vivid Picture of 


Life Aboard a Fighting Ship — Men and Ships

Somewhere Near America.—On Fri- 


day, Mny 11, I received permission to 
visit a fleet of United Stntes warships, 
\vns told where to find It, how to reach 
'It, nnd that until Thursday, the 24th 


of Mny, I must not convey to the news- 
papers which I represent any of the 
impressions that it should make upon 
me, uor nil of the Impressions until 
the cud of the wor. 


It may be of Interest to the public 


to know that the fleet which I visited 
Is somewhere In American waters, and 
that, backed by the proper authority, 
It may be reached in several ways. 
More than this I am .not permitted to 
say, nor may I give the composition of 
the fleet, uor the names of the ships 
composing it, nor of any of the officers 
governing those ships. 


I must deal In Imposltives. If I saw 


faults or virtues I must not particular- 
ize. In short, I must tell about the 
fleet without telling about it, and glye 
a general impression with most of the 
impressions left out. 


Battleship a Man. 


I shall deal, then rather with the 


humanities of the fleet than with Us 
mechanics; with Its aspects rather 
than Its potentialities. And with one 
particular 
ship 
rather 
than 
with 


insiny. 


It has been said that a modern bftt- 


tlcshlp Is n machine. It Is not. It Is 
u man. His eyes may no longer have 
the vision of youth, but he sees 
through a hundred pairs, whose vis- 
ion Is twenty-twenty magnified many 
diameters by lenses exquisitely ad- 
justed ; his. hands may not be large or 
strong, but they have within them 
utmost a god's power to destroy. 


It is as if his brain had multiplied 


his- eyes and made telescopes of them, 
had Increased his body to an ominous 
nnd beautiful abomination, displacing 
30,000 tons, and had lengthened his 
nrrus and strengthened his hands un- 
til they could reach out clear away 
over the rim of the world, and there 
smash and crush nnd tear and kill. 


It was twenty years since I had set 


foot on a battleship. There was some- 
thing familiar nbout him and some- 
thing strange. It was like meeting a 
promising friend of your boyhood af- 
ter he hud grown into a man.

Xo two faces of the uniformed men 


nro\md the long, narrow table of the 
ward room moss were alike.

they were all fine, clean-cut faces of 
rigorously educated men in the pink 
of phyiscnl condition. Like nil trav- 
elers, they wt*re broad-minded, nnd 
like nil men who have been brought 
up among true values, they wore 
without affectation of any kind.

From 
Dovar,t England's nearest 


point, to Duesseldorf and Bssen. how- 
ever, is more than 23o miles, nearly 
half over German territory, where the 
fleet of raiding planes would .be con- 
tinually attacked by German fighting 
machines and anti-aircraft guns. 


Similarly, while'it is only 160 miles 


from Verdun 'to Frankfort, which Is 
well within the' flying range ot the 
British machines^ All this distance is 
over German territory and the Ger- 
man planes are continually on watch. 


What makes the German aid raids 


serious Is not the damage and loss of 
life they cause, for. more people are 
killed at the frotft every hour than 
German air raiders have succeeded in 
killing in all their-attempts. 


The danger teethe British lies in 


the possibility that so great a panic 
will be created among the people at 
home that they will make an over- 
whelming demand on the government 
that enough -British airplanes be with- 
drawn from the front to protect Brit- 
ish cities.
